$49 MILLION 
HIGHWAY CONTRACTS 
SINCE 1956 


The State Highway Department 
has let cantracts totaling $49,554, 
97127 for Interstate highway con- 
struction in the Southern District 
cince January 1956, according to 
John D. Smith, Commissioner for 
the district. 


Mr. Smith said contracts have 
been let on 137.127 miles of Inter- 
state highways in the Southern Dis- 
trict This includes paving on 
86.573 miles. 


Included among the contracts 
are those for grading and bridges 
which total $30,064,787.18; grad- 
ing and paving $967,848.29; paving 
alone, $17873,362.71; fencing 
$93,427.29: lighting, $182,595.75; 
signing, $362,408 55; and roadside 
development, $10,541.50. 


Mr Smith pointed out that 
55.2 miles of Interstate highways 
are open to traffic in the South- 
ern District. Reports on tthe re- 
mainder of the 288.1 miles show 
that 6.5 miles are completed but 
not in service, 528 miles are un- 
der construction, right of way 
activities are in progress on 58.6 
miles; plans are being prepared 
on 39.4 miles; and surveys are 
underway on 75.6 miles. 


On a statewide basis, 181.8 
miles are open to traffic out of 
the 678.2 miles of Interstate high- 
ways that are located in Miss- 
issippi. Construction, right of 
way, plans or surveys are in pro- 
gress on the remaining milage. 


Interstate highway contracts 
let since 1956 total $137,613,025.37 
and include 344,972 miles. The 
three Interstate highways in the 
Southern District are 1-55, which 
parallels U. S. 51; 1-59 that paral- 
lels U. S. 11; and I-10 which will 
parallel U. S. 90.

If you can think of hot and cold 
at the same time, you can think of 
hot August weather and cold win- 
ter with or without feed for your 
livestock. There are many things 
that can be done now for better 
pastures and more feéd. There was 
a time when bales of hay were 
were counted to see how much 
feed was stored for winter. Qua- 
lity means so much that numbers 
of bales don't mean much. It is the 
quality of the hay in the bales 
that count. 

A lot of times cows don't eat 
some of the hay put out. It's not 
because they are too full It's 
because the hay has no value. 


HAY HARVESTING. Cut all 
grasses for hay early. It is best to 
cut when the first seedheads 
show up. Sometimes one ton of 
quality hay cut early is worth two 
tons of over matured grass hay. 
Put through a hay conditioner to 
cure quicker, if a crop condition- 
er is owned. Legume hay crops 
should be cut while all the leaves 
are green and tthe stems are ten- 
der. A hay conditioner is a real 
asset to curing legumes for hay. 


LIMING PASTURES. - Areas 
where clovers are wanted, lime 
should be applied before October 
1, if lime hasn't been applied dur- 
ing the past four years. One ton 
will get clover back on most land. 
If preparation is being done, more 
than one ton can be used if need- 
ed. Applying a lot of phosphate 
and potash won't grow as much 
clover as lime with phosphate 
and potash. If sod seeding is to 
be done, liming before seeding is 
a good practice. Many will use 
basic slag this fall on clover areas. 


CLIPPING PASTURES. - All 
pasture areas should be clipped 
during August so heavy weed 
growth won't shade out grasses 
and lespedeza. Cypress weeds and 
goat weeds are bad in August if 
not clipped. Bitterweeds can be 
controlled best by spraying with 
2-4-D. 

Many are asking how to get rid 
of prickle pear. Spray with 2,4-5-T 
in diesel fuel. Use 1 part 2,4-5-T- 
and 20 parts of water. It will pay 
to contro] this pest. Many are 
found around old house sites in 
pastures. 


FERTILIZING PERMANENT 
PASTURES. 

I believe all pastures should be 
fertilized every year. Fertilize the 
areas where clovers are growing 
any time from now until November 
1st. The earlier, the better. Use 
80 pounds of P205 and 80 pounds 
of K20 per acre. This can be had 
from 0-20-20 or any mixture of 
phosphate and potash. Top dress- 
ing is a good method. Bulk spread- 
ing is being used to save labor, 
time and cost of sacks. In some

STATE LANDOWNERS 


According to State Forester Jack 

Holman, the Mississippi Forestry 
Commission is growing fifteen 
different species of three seedl- 
ings for distribution to Mississip- 
p: landowners. The species that 
will be available for this planting 
season are slash, loblolly, long- 
leaf and shortleaf pines, bald cy- 
press, cottonwood, green ash, 
yellow poplar, black locust, syca- 
more, sweet gum, red cedar, 
cherrybark, oak, Arizona cypress 
and tupelo gum. 


The area forester can furnish 
the name and location of the nur 
seryman who will furnish the 
seedlings. Although the nursery 
men wil! not be lifting and ship 
ping seedlings until some time 
in December, the landowner 
should not delay in placing his 
application, for all applications 
will have to be processed and 
schedules worked out before ship- 
ments of seedlings can be made. 

Orders of pine species: must be 
in even thousands. Orders of spe- 
cies other than pine must be in 
even five hundreds or even thou- 
sands. By paying tthe delivery 
charge, the purchaser will receive 
his seedlings delivered to the
